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GERMAN UNDERSEA 
MINE LAYER TAKEN 
BY ‘THE BRITISh 


Craft Only 100 Feet Long and 
Carries No Torpedo Tubes 
or Other Armament. 


LONDON, July A.- The German sub- 
marine mine layer, which is one of the 
U-35 class, one.of the latest prizes of 
the British navy, was visited by an Asso- 
ciated Press representative today, prior 
to its being placed on public exhibition 
in the Thames. 

The prize, flying the German naval 
ensign, surmounted by the British en- 
sign, lay in a naval dockyard on the 
east coast. The vessel is designed purely 
for mine laying. The entire forward 
part is composed of wells, six in num- 
ber, each containing two powerful mines, 
which can be released by levers. The 
ship has no torpedo tubes or other arma- 
ment except small arms for the crew, 
and is only 100 feet in length. Thirteen 
bluejackets and five officers comprise 
the crew of the submarine. According 
to one of the seamen she made prior 
to her capture 19 trips from her base in 
Germany to the British coast and laid 
more than 200 mines in routes frequented 
by merchant vessels. She was on her 
twentieth trip when she was captured by 
the British patrol boat. 

The sailor said that when the subma- 
rine was sighted and cnased by a patrol 
boat the crew tried to get rid of her 
remaining mines, but had not sufficient 
time. Seeing that capture was inevitable 
the officers ordered the abandonment of 
the ship, destroyed the log and other 
records and virtually demolished the six- 
cylinder Diesel engine of approximately 
260-horsepower. All of the crew and 
officers were taken prisoners. 

The hull of the submarine is in good 
condition, but shows a number of dents 
where it struck obstacles in the under- 
water voyages. The craft shows signs 
of rapidity of construction, but appears 
well fitted for short trips across the 
North Sea. British naval officers pointed 
out that the mimes carried no apparatus 
for rendering them harmless if they 
broke loose from their moorings, as re- 
quired by The Hague convention.

ITALY 10 TREAT 
GERMAN SUBIECTS 
AS HER ENEMIES 


Decree Gives Warning That 
Their Goods Are Liable to 
Sequestration. 


ROME, July 21—A ministerial decree 
was issued yesterday placing the per- 
sons and property of Germans on the 
same footing as those of Austrians and 
Hungarians. The decree does not di- 
rectly mention Germans, hut states the 
allies of Austria are to be treated as 
enemies and their subjects and goods 
are liable to sequestration. 

Prior to the war German property and 
interests in Italy were estimated to be 
worth $250,000,000. Their value is now 
placed at about $150,000,000. There are 
only a few German subjects in Ital, 
and these will be placed in detention 
camps or sent across the Swiss border. 


There has been strong agitation in 
Italy for some time for the breaking 
off of all relations with Germany. 
The curious situation caused by Italy 
being at war with Austria while nom- 
inally at peace with Germany was em- 
phasized by an agreement between 
Rome and Berlin wherein all rights of 
the citizens of one country domiciled 
in the other were to be respected. On 
July 16 this agreement was denounced 
by Italy on the ground it was not being 
observed by Germany. 

At the great counsel of the entente 
Powers held in Paris last February the 
Italian representatives were pressed for 
an explanation as to why Italy had 
not declared war on Germany. On reb. 
29, Italy requisitioned 24 German ships 
which were interned in Italian ports. 
As a similar action by Portugal had 
promptly called for an. ultimatum from 
Berlin which was followed by a declara- 
tion of war, it was confidently expected 
that the same sequel would follow in 
regard to Italy. As far as known, how- 
ever, Wilhelmstrasse did not even make 
a protest. 

If war is declared Italian troops may 
be sent to the western front, according 
to the expectations expressed in Lon- 
don and Paris.

RUSSIA TO IGNORE RULES AS 
TO TURKISH HOSPITAL SHIPS 


Decision, of Which United States te 
Notified, Follows Sinking of Mua- 
eovite Vessel With Weunded. 
LONDON, July 21.—A Reuters Fe- 
trograd correspondent says that the 
Russian iMnister of Forcign Affairs 
has informed the Turkish Government 
through the Ambassador of the United 
States and Spain that Russia will 
henceforth disregard the principles of 
The Hague convention as far as 
Turkish hospital ships are concerned. 


The Russian hospital ship Portugal 
was sunk by a submarine in the Black 
Sea.last March and 115 lives were lost. 
Turkey accepted the responsibility, 
declaring the ship did not fly the Red

PLANS WILL BE 
READY ING WEEKS 


Two Other City Projects to Go 
Before Public Service Board 
With Them. 


Clayton's intention of draining its sew- 
age into a branch ot the River des 
Peres, eventually to find its way into 


St. Louis, is urged by city officials as a 
reason for building a sewer that will 
gather and inclose all the foul drainage 
from the urban districts along the coun- 
ty line from Wellston to the Mississippi 
River. 

Plans for this sewer, to cost about 
$5,500,000, are now in preparation. The 
City Plan Commission, Director of Pub- 
lic Utilities Hooke and Director of 
Streets and Sewers Talbert are working 
jointly on the problem and expect to 
have the plans completed and accepted 
by the Board of Public Service within 
the next six weeks. 

Clayton, on July 8, annexed one and 
One-third miles of territory lying be- 
tween a point half a mile north of 
Ladue. road, Clayton road, Price road 
and North and South road. Mayor 
Kerth, in defending the acquisition of 
this new district, explained that it gave 
Clayton control over a tributary of 


River des Peres and afforded a natural 
outlet for the town’s sewage. 
Already Carries Foul Water. 

This stream flows southeast and joins 
a branch of Deer Creek, which in turn 
enters the fork of the River des Peres 
that discharges into the parent stream 
near Lindenwod, on the southwestern 
edge of St. Louis. Engineers in the De- 
partment of Streets and Sewers say that 
this little stream already carries a con- 
siderable amount of foul water and that 
Clayton's drainage would greatly in- 
crease its volume. 

Mayor Kerth of Clayton said today 
that Clayton would not use the tribu- 
tary of the River des Peres as an open 
sewer, and that if final plans for vain: 
it were adopted it would be inclosed 

Plans for a sewer system in Clayton 
which do not include any of the recent- 
ly ennexed territory also are being fre- 
pared. Engineer Rapp said his plans 
would not be completed for thre or 
four months. 

Both Director Hooke and Director 
Talbert contend that the task of pre 
venting towns in St. Louis County fren 
discharging sewage into tributarics of 
the River des Peres, or of inducing 
them to share with St. Louis the cost 
of providing a joint system of drainage, 
is so great that it cannot be accom- 
plished for years, if at all. Several at- 
tempts to induce St. Louis County o’fi- 
cials to parcel the expense of such im- 
provements have failed. Maplewoo1 
paid the city of St. Louis $4000 fur ihe 
privilege of connecting one of its sewers 
with the River des Peres, but mucn 
other drainage is still allowed o flow 
into the stream. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Joi- 


dan says that St. Louis cannot success- 
fully oppose the use of River des Peres 


by residents of the county until the 


present practice of making the stream 
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an open sewer within the city limit: 
is abandoned. He holds that St. Lovis 
would be in a better position to protect 
itself against St. Louis County if the 
River des Peres were converted int» a 
sewer. 

Plans in Preparation. 


The plans now in preparation by ‘ne 
Department of Streets and Sewers ccn- 
template straightening and inclosing 
the River des Peres from the city lim- 
its at a point just north of Delmar Gar- 
den to Maclind and Manchester ave- 
nues. Below the latter point the che- 
nel is to be straightened and construct- 
ed of concrete, but left open. 

At its beginning near Delmar Gar. 
den the sewer thus formed from River 
des Peres would be 28 feet in diame- 
ter. It would be of this size as far 
as Union avenue, in Forest Pack. 
From there to McLind avenue it would 
be a “‘dowble-barrel” sewer, each scc- 
tion of which would te 27 feet in 
diameter. The new channel betweer. 
Macklind avenue and the mouth 
would be almost uniformly 16 feet 
deep, but from 58 to 163 feet wide iat 
extremes. 


In connection with the straightening 
and enclosing of River des Peres the 
Board of Public Service is also pen 
ning for the elimination of grude cross- 
ings on the Wabash railroad betweu. 
Forest: Park and the city limits. The 
Wabash wants to elevate its tracks for 
that distance ard the city is urging de- 
pression. President Kinsey of the 
Board of Public Service told a Pcat- 
Dispatch reporter that he believed offi- 
Clals of the Wabash would accept the 
city’s views. 

As part ot the scheme for the im- 
provemert of River des Peres from Gra- 
vois road to its confluencé with the 
Mississippi, the Board of Public Servive 
is including a railroad, to be buitt on 


an embankment of earth taken from 
stretches of few channel. This allrad 
would parallel the River des Peres 
through the undevéloped section in tha 
southwestern part of the city and east 
to the levee, where it would turn ro-th | 
and connect with the Free Bridge and 
the tracks which the city is to acq tire 
from the St. Louis Transfer Railway 
Co. This would form the nucleus of a 
terminal system. 

The conversion of River des Peres 
int? a sewer is planned so that the 
work can be done independently of the 
separation of yYades or the comstiuec. 
tion of a railroad, but all three wl te 
submitted ard considered togetter. 

Money for the improvement of ier 
des Peres will have to be raised by a 
bond issue. The Mayor's Conference 
representing more than 50 civic, com 
mercial and industrial organizations, is 
now formulating this and other prop 
siticns for reference to the people. It 

was the design of thé conference: to 
present the bond issue for adoption or 
the election in November, but it is like- 
ly that it will be deferred until next 
spring.

Or- 
ders, he said, had been given in England 
for the construction of river steamers 
and river craft of all kinds, and ar- 
rangements had been made for the 
construction of a light railway along 
a portion of the line of communication. 
The Secretary said he desired to point 
out that Gen. Robertson, who was not 
responsible for the inception of either 
of these campaigns, and, therefore, had 
no motive to shield himself, had agreed 
with the army council that it was 
against public interest to publish papers 
dealing with the campaign. There ought 
to be, Lioyd-George declared, no diffi- 
culty in finding four or five men who 
could be trusted with the most confiden- 
tial information. 

The first duty, the speaker said, was 
to put things right, and the second was 
to fix the responsibility for any negli- 
gence or incapacity. It was important, 
he stated, that the Inquiry should not 
delay action, and Lioyd-George saic he 
hoped the House would carry the bill, 
sanctioning the inquiry, through all its 
stages, on Monday. 

Willing to Give Out the Facts, 

Premier Asquith previously had said 


he recognized there was widespread, 
genuine anxiety regarding the cam- 
paigns in the East and deprecated any 
debate which might give an impression 
that the country was in any way divid- 
ed; the Government thought it right to 
institute two separate inquiries into the 
campaigns. The Government had no 
desire to conceal the past shortcomings 
of the arrangements in Mesopotamia or 
to shield those responsible. * 

The inquiries would be held by smali 
bodies composed of members of both 
houses and a representative of Aus- 
tralia, whose troops had taken such a 
gallant part in the Dardanelles opera- 
tions, added the Premier, and would be 
held in secret. The motions were then 
withdrawn. 

In expressing satisfaction with the 
Government’s position, Sir Edward 
Carson said he hoped that the Govern- 
ment was satisfied everything poss)- 
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ble was being done to remedy what 
seemed from the correspondence to 
have been a very disastrous state of 
affairs in Mesopotamia. 

It was hoped, he added, that in co- 
ordination with the Russian attempt 
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in that quarter the country could look 
forward to the accomplishment of 
what was originally intended and that 
there would be no evacuation, causing 
all the suffering which had been en- 
dured to be in vain. 
Sought to Prevent Holy War. 

Replying to severe denunciations 
of the Mesopotamia campaign by 
Lord Wemyss, the Marquis of Crewe, 
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that in the critical moments of Au- 
gust, 1914, it was imperative for 
Great Britain. to reassert her para- 
mount position in the Persian Gulf 
and prevent the declaration of a holy 
war. 

“Our presence there,” he continued, 
„believe, saved the empire from the 
approach of a great disaster. We had 
to consider the great Moslem popu- 
lation of Africa also, and if we had 
not shown our strength, Islam dads a 
whole might have been deflected 
against us.” 

He referred to the difficulties con- 
fronting the Indian Government, and 
said that from December, 1914, to 
September following, there had been 
no less than seven separate attacks, 
some of a very formidable character, 
on India’s northwest frontier; and 
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contended that before passing final 
judgment on the Indian officials, it 
would be necessary to consider the 
particular 4ystem of military organ- 
ization there. 

Lord Crewe then made a statement 
similar to that of Premier Asquith in 
the House of Commons. 

Lord Cromer, who followed, admitted 
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charges he could not help 
that they largely contributed aa te 
misfortune. 

In response to many questions as to 
whether matters had become satisfav- 
tory, Earl Curzon, lord privy seal, read 
an official dispatch testifying that ev- 
erything possible was being done in con- 

nection with the Mesopotamia cam- 
paign.

Personal Messages Sent 
European Monarchs in Behalf 
of Starving People. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—Persona! 
messages were sent by President Wilson 
today to European rulers urging their 
co-operation in getting food supplies 
from the United States to the starving 
people of Poland. 

Efforts in the same direction directed 
through the State Department to the 
foreign offices of the countries involved 
have met with failure. The President 
desires that France, Great Britain and 
-Rusia allow the passage of foodstuffs 
and that Germany and Austria-Hungary 
guarantee that the food will be given 
to the civilian population and not seized 
by the armies of occupation.

INU. S. SAYS WILSON 


Addresses Postmasters at Banquet 
and Describes thé Philosophy 
of His Political Faith. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—fhe philoso- 
phy of his political faith, which he 
termed Service and Unselfishness, was 
delineated by President Wilson last 
night in an address to about 700 Post- 
masters, virtually all his own ap- 
pointees, at the annual banquet of the 
National Association of Presidential 
Post masters. He also touched upon the 
subject of peace, but only to say that 
ein no other country are the processes 
of peace so free to move.”’ 

Introduced by Postmaster Selph of St. 
Louis, presiding, as the protector of 
American citizenship,’’ the President was 
given an ovation lasting more than five 
minutes. In prefacing his remarks he 
said he understood his auditors were 
virtually all Democrats and that there- 
fore he was more free to say certain 
things than he might otherwise hav? 
been. . 

Impression of Three Years. 

As I look about upon vou,“ the Presi- 
dent said, I gather many of the im- 
pressions of the last three years. Be- 
cause many serious things have oc- 
curred and the thing I have been most 
interested in is organizing this Govern- 
ment for the service of the courtry.

Under Trading With Enemy 
Act to Be Considered. 


SOME FAVOR TEST CASE 


Others the Appointment of Com- 
mittee to Take Up Matter 
With State Department. 


NEW YORK, July 21.—All of the 82 
firms blacklisted by Great Britain un- 
der the trading-with-the-enemy act 
were invited to send representatives to 
a meeting here today for the purpose 
of considering a formal: protest. There 
was talk in shipping circles of making 


an attempt to test the validity of Great 
Britain’s position by sending an Ameri- 
can ship laden with goods from the 
blacklisted firms to a neutral port con- 
signed to a neutral, or to an agent of 
the American owners. Some merchants, 
however, believed that the meeting 
should go no further than to appoint a 
committee made up of persons whose 
Americanism cannot be questioned ‘o 
take up the matter with the State De- 
partment at Washington. 
Would Be Left to Americans, 


If the latter course is adopted, it was 
said that firms of admitted German ori- 
gin, or whose exact status may not be 
clear, would make no attempt at this 
time to fight for what they consider 
their rights. ö 

The meeting was called by Edward 
Stegeman Jr., president of the firm of 
Brasch & Rothenstein, forwarding 
agents. Invitations were sent to R. 
Goodwyn Rhett of Charleston, S8. C., 
president of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, and to Elliott H. 
Goodwin of Washington, secretary of 
that body. Stegemaht is one of those 
who believe that nothing would be 
gained by making a test case.

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| _ WAR INSURANCE. 

Inveighing against preparedness and the pro- 
posed naval program, Senator La Follette declares, 
“A total of $844,000,000 is the load that goes on the 
bended back of the American people.” 

The war has put a load of 15 times that much on 
the English people. Their war expenditures have 
cost 12 billions and another Dillion and a half 
ie being asked of Parliament. The war has put a 
bigger load than that on the backs of the French, 
the Germans and the Russians. 

A line of steel ships to defend this country 
would be cheaper in any event than a line of 
bloody trenches from Maine to California, But 
the purpose of preparedness is to fend off war and 
is in the nature of war insurance. In these days 
peace is cheap at any price of preparedness or any 
rate of insurance that can guarantee its preserva- 
tion. A formidable navy is our most reasonable 
guaranty of peace now and in future. A billion 
spent for peacé is better than many billions wast- 
ed in war. A Dillion spent for deferlse would be 
vastly cheaper than the cost of war devastation. 
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The handiest thing in banking is the finger- print 
album. Every forgery will be nailed. 


PITHIATISM. 
The war is responsible for the coining of this 
new word, says the Paris Figaro, in an editorial 
commenting on certain psychic conditions that 
have come under the observation of the psycho- 
pathic department of the army medical staffs. It 
says in part: 

This new disease, while not claiming many 
victims, has yet caused specific attention and 
treatment, which is invariably effective. There 
are no deaths from it, nor a percentage of 
incurables. Patients suddenly become mute, 
deaf, blind, paralytic; or there is a “splitting” 
headache. A few words, coupled with an in- 
noocent injection, usually correct the evil. 


The method is described thus: First, the phy- 
sician examines the patient thoroughly to find 
whether there is a physical trouble. If none is 
found, the patient is sent to the “mythomanes” 
ward, where the staff major has a serious inter- 
view with the sufferer. This interview usually 
relieves the hysterical or neurotic condition, and 
the invalid goes back to his post. More invet- 
erate cases are treated with cold water showers, 
cold water hypodermic injections, and a few days 
of absolute fasting in solitary confinement, with 
plenty of clean linen and amiable smiles. Still 
more persistent cases are subjected to the Babrin- 
ski method, “which never fails.” The patient is 
lovingly conveyed on a stretcher to a dark room 
which bristles with electric effects; and then 
the attendants tenderly pass a current through 
the invalid’s body, not strong enough to produce 
exacerbations, but just strong enough to make 
him dread a repetition of the ordeal. The cure 
usually js complete with the first application. To 
make sure that they were right, the medical de- 
partment made a test case, which was carried 
from the lowest to the highest court with the final 
decision by the Assizes in these words: 

No soldier has the right to withdraw his 
services from his country, which is entitled 
to them, and has the right to employ any un- 
injurious means to verify any excuse that 
may be offered to support such withdrawal; 
and if really incapacitated from neurotic or 
similar causes the soldier is compelled to 
submit to any treatment to which the De- 


partment may subject him with a view to 
again making him fit for service. 
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The Figaro distinctly denies that such cases. 
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not bring good results. Frequently the worst 


cipal electric light plant has been tentatively au- 
thorized at a cost of $12,500, by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment. 

This timely and judicious action should have 
the prompt sanction of the Aldermen. Exhaust- 
ively conducted, this survey will be a revelation 
to St. Louisans on the possibilities of the munici- 
pal manufacture of electric current. 

No other form of service, not even water sup- 
ply, with which, it is often combined. lends it- 
self so readily to public ownership and operation. 
| Most of the work is done by machinery. 

Municipalizing the service does not mean tak- 
ing over a small army of employes, to be viewed 
by the bosses as potential reinforcements for the 
political “machine,” as in the case of a trac- 
tion company. The employes are compara- 
tively few—a small number of boiler-room men, 
lamp-trimmers, linemen and others under proper 
engineering direction. 

For, while the survey will cover the subject of 
a plant producing light not only for the city’s 
own use, but for commercial uses with their far 
more complicated details of business, we believe 
that St. Louisans will be content as a beginning 
with a much less ambitious undertaking. That is, 
with a plant for the production by the city of the 
current which the city itself consumes and which 
must be paid for out of the public purse. 

No satisfactory reason has ever been assigned 
why a process now so standardized as lighting a 
city’s streets, parks, playgrounds, wharves, public 
buildings, schoolhouses, should continue to be a 
source of large private profit. 

Fabricated reasons have been assigned by con- 
tracting interests. Large existing municipal plants 
have been viciously attacked with misrepre- 
sentation and mazes of nonsense about deprecia- 
tion costs and other things. But such plants have 
gone right on brilliantly lighting the cities in 
which they are located and fortifying themselves 
in the minds of taxpayers by doing it at vastly 
smaller cost than service of less quality by pri- 
vate interests. . : 

St. Louis’ streets are still lighted by the gas 
lamps of the mid-Victorian period. The lamp- 
lighter, whom the residents of other cities know 
only from the pages of Dickens, is still a pictur- 
esque figure of real life in this town. 

The gas street lamp should be banished forever. 
The light of the twentieth century, electric light, 
should be substituted. In no other way can St. 
Louis do it as cheaply and satisfactorily as by a 
municipal electric plant. 
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Notwithstanding the Eno jury’s verdict, it is a 
sign of sanity, and not of insanity, to leave a large 
amount of money to some educational institution. 
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MR. GARESCHE FOR CIROUIT JUDGE. 

In a Post-Dispatch editorial on the poll show- 
ing lewyers’ preferences for candidates running 
for the seven places as Circuit Judge Everett 
Paul Griffin was named as winner of seventh 
position on the Republican ticket. However, Mr. 
Griffin was tied with Vital W. Garesche for 
seventh position, each receiving 234 votes. 
Accordingly, Mr. Garesche has an equal claim 
with Mr. Griffin to the support of the electorate, 
so far as the judgment of the bar as to qualifi- 
cations gives a title to such support. 
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BRYAN TREATIES AND THE BOYOOTT. 
Now the Bryan peace treaties are made the 
object of a general assault which probably will 
continue until election. It is asserted that they 
tie the hands of the Government for a year in 
insisting that the British boycott on American 
firms shall cease and their immediate abroga- 
tion is demanded. 

The treaties do not covenant for a year’s delay 
in the peaceful adjustment of disputes with other 
nations. It only covenants for a year’s delay in 
beginning war over such disputes. Aside from 
this limitation, proceedings for the settlement 
of difficulties are left to continue about the same 
as if the treaties were not in effect. Such pro- 
ceeflings do not necessarily continue for a year, 
though experience shows that they probably 
would last that long or longer even without the 
Bryan treaties. 

Is it an intolerable grievance that we must 
wait a year before going to war over the boy- 
cott? Even the firms whose business is most af- 
fected by this astonishing British policy would 
not suggest such a thing. This is a commercial 
grievance, to be arranged on a commertial basis. 
Our proper course will be to protest vigorously 
and keep track of all the items in the bill by 
which John Bull will be punished severely in 
his pocketbook and the damaged firms given 
generous indemnity. . 
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Europe cannot be taught by any nation that 
is not itself a better people than the Europeans.

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MORAL TREASON.

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0 SOME GREAT FISHING PLACES. 


‘It is 20 miles off the coast of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 


| (C' is one of the great fishing places. 


It is known the world over for the 


abundance and gameness of fts fish. There is the 
Tuna Club, perhaps the best-known fishing club in the 
world. When you go fishing at Catalina you engage 
a small power boat from which you fish over the stern. 
There are sockets in the deck into which the two per- 
sons fishing sink the butts of their poles. The boat- 
man cruises around watching the surface of the water 
for schools of fish. When he sees one, he sets sail for 
it, you bait your hook and get out your line, and if 
vou have any luck at all you will soon be fighting a 


The sport at Catalina and San Clemente, the neigh- 


boring isle on the south, begins with swordfish and 
runs down through a great variety of game fishes to 
sand dabs, which are caught at great depth on the 
bottom of the sea much as a cistern bucket is recovered 
with a grab hook. Between these extremes are the leap- 
ing tuna, which is considered by many fishermen to be 
without an equal for its:gameness; the great sea bass, 
which tows boats around on the sea with something of 
the drollness of tugs; the yellowtail, which is the 
standard food fish of the island and all one can handle 
with pole and line when it runs as heavy as 30 and 40 
pounds, and a host of others, big and little, all dying 
to show the fisherman up. 


I have been told that Boca Grande, in Florida, is 


one of the great fishing places. A good many of our 
fishermen go there, and they come back more or less 
irrational. It is hard for them to tell exactly what 
happened, but one gets a fairly adequate notion. We 
will say it was exciting. That will not ‘satisfy’ the 
people who fish at Boca Grande; but it is more than 
they would say of Catalina. hoses ee Sy

How Chicago 


HICAGO was named long before 
: the white man set foot in this 
country, when there was nothing 
there but thick forest bordering a nar- 
row, branching inlet. The banks of this 
river were covered with wild onions, 80 
the Indians called it ‘“‘Chicagou,’’ which 
in their language meant “onion.”” Some 
authorities dispute this derivation and 
declare that the name means not 
„nion,“ but skunk.“ It is impossible 
now to tell which is the real meaning. 
Perhaps they both are, for it may be 
that the Illini, as the Indians around 
Lake Michigan called themselves, had 
only one word for both odorous animal 
and vegetable. 

Two hundred and forty-three years ago 
two Frenchmen, Louis Joliet and Pere 
Marquette, who had been on an explor- 
ing expedition down the Mississippi. 
were told by their Indian guides that 
they would show them a short cut into 
the Lac des Illinois, as Lake Michigan 
was then called. So the party paddled 
up the Illinois River to the Desplaines, 
where they landed and carried their 
canoes across a portage into what is 
now the Chicago River and proceeded 
down this to the lake. They were the 
first white men to pass the spot where 
Chicago now stands. 

For over a hundred years after this 
the region that was afterwards Chi- 
cago sinks into oblivion. The portage 
was not much used by the early French 
explorers. La Salle mentions it in his 
writings, but there is no evidence that 
he ever stopped there for any length 
of time. The French seem to have had 
a stockade on the spot, but it was not 
until 1777 that the first settler appeared. 
This was Jean Baptiste du Sable, a 
negro from the French West Indies, who 
built the first house in Chicago and 
started a trading post with the Indians. 


Got Its Name 


sold his house to a French trader, who 
in 1808 sold it to John Kinsie. This old 
house, which was known as “the old 
Kinsie house,” was not torn down until 
1837. 

In 1804 the United States Government 
built a stockade and two block houses 
at Chicago, which was called Fort Dear- 
born. During the War of 1812, after 
Macginac was captured by the British, 
Fort Dearborn was ordered evacuated 
and the garrison, escorting the women 
and children, set out through the woods 
for Detroit. They had proceeded but a 
few miles when they were attacked by 
the Indians and all killed or captured. 
The savages then burned the fort. In 
1816 it was rebuilt and-a small village 
slowly grew up around it, but in 1830 it 
contained but one hundred log houses.
